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Beef Cattle 
in Argentina 


By Frederick H. Walton 

(Editor’s Note: Mr. Frederick H. Walton, 
4430 Q Street, N. W., Washington, D. C., 
has consented to give Aberdeen-Angus Jour- 
nal readers a series of articles covering the 
beef cattle situation in Argentina and I 
can think of no better way to express My ap- 
preciation for this favor than to give my 
personal comment space in this issue to its 
use.—I'red Hahne.) 

In the last issue of the Journal it was 
pointed out that by an actual census taken 
in 1937 the live stock population of Argen- 
tina was thirty-three million head, with an 
increase of beef cattle production by breeds, 
during a seven year period, of about 9.38% 
for Shorthorns, 12.5% for Herefords and 
39.3% for Aberdeen-Angus. 

In United States we have a total cattle 
census of about 66,000,000 head with a pop- 
ulation of about 130,000,000 people, while 
Argentina has about 33,000,000 cattle with 
a population of about 13,000,000 people. 

In Argentina, therefore, there are 2.5 
head of cattle for every man, woman and 
child whereas in this country there is about 
0.5 head of cattle per person. In other 
words Argentina has five times the number 
of cattle per capita of population. 

It is safe to say that only 33% of our 
cattle population (22,000,000) is of the beef 
breeds, including all steers, whereas in Ar- 
gentina about 28,000,000 head or 85% are 
of the beef breeds. This would represent 
about .17 (one sixth part) of a beef animal 
per capita in United States against 2.15 
beef animals per capita in Argentina. In 
other words in United States we have one 
beef animal for every six persons whereas 
Argentina has 13.9 beef cattle for every six 
persons. 

If we suppose that our national economy 
in beef cattle production was identical in 
numbers to that of Argentina then we 
would have 279,500,000 beef cattle instead 
o° about 22,000,000. 

The object of these articles is to afford 
readers, that may be interested, a better 
knowledge of the other American Republics 
insofar as beef cattle production is con- 
cerned. 

It is most important, as these articles 
progress, to bear in mind, when considering 
economic relations with our neighbors, that 
if we had the same per capita population of 
cattle (including dairy breeds) our cattle 
would number about 330,000,000 head or 
five times as many as the 66,000,000 we 
now have. Visualize your own and your 
neighbors breeding and live stock raising 
program, as at present, multiplied by five 
and you will have a better idea of the im- 
portance of the cattle industry to Argentine 
breeders. 

The total value of Argentine exports in 
1939 is estimated at $424,757,500 dollars of 
which $185,943,000 were animal products or 
about 43%.

All roads lead to Chicago during Interna- 
tional week, November 30th to December 
7th. Aberdeen-Angus breeders, feeders and 
commercial cattle producers should plan to 
spend as much time as possible at this great 
live stock show. While the entries may not 
be greater in number than at some previous 
shows, the quality of the entries will be 
better. The show and sale entries of all 
breeds have been carefully selected so that 
it should be a great wind up for a most 
successful fair season. In addition to see- 
ing a great exhibit of live stock, and 
especially Aberdeen-Angus, there are many 
meetings in the interest of live stock. It is 
a great gathering place for live stock men 
from all parts of the country. It is a splen- 
did place to get acquainted with your fellow 
breeders from all parts of the country. 

The judging program and other activities 
for Aberdeen-Angus should be of special in- 
terest to all of our breeders. The show will 
open Saturday morning, November 30th, 
with judging in full swing at eight o’clock. 
The car loads of fat cattle in the yards will 
be judged on Saturday by three Chicago 
packer cattle buyers: Homer D. Plate, Leo 
L. Daly and H. B. DuPlan. Entries in this 
division are accepted until November 23d. 
Reports received indicate a strong list of 
Aberdeen-Angus entries in the fat car load 
section. 

J. Charles Yule, of Carstairs, Alberta, 
Canada, has been invited to judge all of the 
single fat steer classes and the grand cham- 
pionship at the International this year. He 
will begin his work on Saturday morning by 
judging the steer entries in the junior feed- 
ing contest. The Aberdeen-Angus entries 
in this division exceed in number those of 
previous years, and the quality will be the 
best. The junior judging will be completed 
on Saturday. Thus, two grand champion- 
ships, namely the grand champion in the 
junior feeding contest and the grand cham- 
pion car load lot of fat cattle, will be an- 
nounced on Saturday, November 30th. 

On Sunday morning at nine o’clock the 
cattle entered in the International Aber- 
deen-Angus Sale will parade before the sift- 
ing committee, and the top cattle will be 
selected. The sale will be held Wednesday, 
December 4th. 

Monday morning, December 2d, at eight 
o’clock the judging of the Aberdeen-Angus 
steers will begin. These will parade before 


Judge Yule, of Canada, and with the large 
number of Aberdeen-Angus entries it will 
doubtless be noon before he will finish the 
Aberdeen-Angus classes. 


At one o’clock on Monday, the Aberdeen- 
Angus breeding cattle will be judged by 
Kenneth McGregor, Ada, Minnesota. The 
1940 breeding cattle show should prove to be 
the greatest show ever held at the Interna- 
tional. Many of the state fair champions 
will come together for the first time. In 
checking the list of entries, we find that 
breeders are bringing only the best repre- 
sentatives, from the different show herds, 
which should result in a uniform show from 
top to bottom in all classes. The Aberdeen- 
Angus judging will continue through Tues- 
day and Wednesday and should be completed 
before the sale, which is held on Wednesday 
afternoon, December 4th, beginning prompt- 
ly at one o’clock.

Journal.) 


Some Experiences in Attempting to Eradi- 
cate Bangs Disease by the Blood Test 
and Slaughter Method. 

Veterinary practitioners have been in a 
position to observe a number of herds where 
the blood test and slaughter method of 
Bangs disease control has been in effect for 
several years and where losses have later 
on been extremely heavy and in many in- 
stances not explainable. 

The writer recalls a pure bred Brown 
Swiss herd that had tested clean for several 
years, tests being made every six months. 
For no explainable reason one test showed 
more than 25% positive reactors, many of 
them being the foundation blood lines which 
had been under development for twenty- 
five years. Needless to say this breeder im- 
mediately discontinued the blood test and 
slaughter method and has adopted the calf 
vaccination method with very satisfactory 
results. 

Another herd consisting of Holsteins and 
Brown Swiss also tested clean for several 
tests at six month intervals. One test show- 
ed approximately 50% positive reactors to 
the blood test without any apparent cause. 
This owner also refused to slaughter his 
herd, contending that the test was unreli- 
able as shown by the experience in his own 
herd. 

A large number of case reports have been 
complied by the American National Live 
Stock Association, of Denver, Colorado, 
most of which have been secured directly 
from the breeder and cattle owner himself, 
most of which have been small breeders lo- 
cated in the northwestern part of the Unit- 
ed States. A summary of four of these re- 
ports out of a total of thirty-four, nearly 
all of which have reported very unsatisfact- 
ory results from the blood test and slaught- 
er method, will be given here. 

Case No. 1 was a pure bred beef cattle 
herd consisting of 144 head, and the first 
blood test took forty-two reactors. Second 
test took one reactor from 100 head, third 
test took twelve reactors from 100 head, 
fourth and fifth tests no reactors. But this 
herd had been reduced 50% in size. In the 
above herd in the first test were thirteen 
three year old heifers, all of which had 
aborted. Not a single one of them reacted 
on the first test and only one on the second 
test, but on the third test all thirteen re- 
acted. 

Case No. 4 was a dairy herd which start- 
ed to use the blood test in 1927 at which 
time they had 30% positive reactors. The 
herd was divided into a positive and nega- 
tive herd, and in 1929 the positive herd was 
removed twelve miles from the negative 
herd. In 1931 the negative animals were 
bled after thirty days and that has been con- 
tinued until January 1938, without being 
able to control this disease. In 1935 the dis- 
ease became acute and 279 animals were 
removed from the negative herd. Bleeding 
from that date on was made every fifteen 
days. In September 1937, the disease be- 
came acute again and bleeding was made 
every fifteen days. The usual sanitary pre- 
cautions were taken in this herd. In this 
herd it was noticed that a number of ani- 
mals would be clean on one bleeding and 
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would be positive fifteen days later or the 
other way around whichever it may be. This 
report is given to show the cattle owner 
just how difficult it is in some herds to ev- 
en make a reasonably good showing in 
controlling this disease by the use of the 
blood test and slaughter method. 

Case No. 7 was a dairy herd which orig- 
inally consisted of 192 cattle from which 
there were thirty-nine reactors and eleven 
suspects. During a period of four years 
seventeen blood tests have been made, but 
from only six of these tests have there been 
no reactors. The total number of reactors 
taken out in a four year- period was sixty- 
eight. This herd also demonstrates how 
difficult it is to secure results by the pres- 
ent blood test and slaughter method of con- 
trolling Bangs disease. 


Some Recent Herd Reports on the Use of 
Calf Vaccination in the Conrtol of 
Bangs Disease. 


In presenting the following reports con- 
cerning the results secured in the use of 
calf vaccination in the prevention of Bangs 
disease of cattle, your attention is called to 
the fact that most of these herds were in 
a position to carry out the blood test and 
slaughter method providing the plan had 
been practical for them, and the fact 
should not be lost sight of that if herds of 
this kind do not find it possible to prevent 
Bangs disease in their herd by the plan 
that is usually recommended by control of- 
ficials and others it certainly stands to rea- 
son that herds less able to carry out such 
a program would be entirely helpless. We 
want to make it plain that in our opinion the 
average dairy herd is in no position at all 
to even attempt to control Bangs disease by 
the blood test and slaughter method as the 
expense of multiple testing and the loss of 
reacting animals will in practically every 
herd sooner or later become entirely too ex- 
pensive for practical use. ; 

In a recent issue of Guernsey Breeders 
Journal Mr. Thos. W. Prentice, manager of 
the Forges Farm, of Plymouth, Massa- 
chusetts, reports that when he took over the 
management of this farm fifteen years ago 
a herd of eighty-five pure bred Guernseys 
were infected with Bangs disease, and while 
having only one or two abortions per year 
a later blood test showed 50% infected 
cows. The herd was divided into a negative 
and a positive herd and all calves were re- 
moved to the negative herd for the purpose 
of building up a young negative herd. With 
all the sanitary precautions and the placing 
of a new interior in their barn, the disease 
again broke out, and in 1936 they signed up 
with the United States Department of Agri- 
culture for calf vaccination. 

At the present time they report eighty- 
nine vaccinated animals, most of which have 
had their second calf and a few of which 
are bred for their third calves. Since vac- 
cination has been practiced they have kept 
their herd as one and not kept the positive 
and negative animals separated. Mr. Pren- 
tice thinks that the immunized animal is 
the safest animal for the herd owner. 

At Sequim, Washington, the Olympia 
Pennusula Dairyman’s Association started 
a calf vaccination ring in 1936, for the pur- 
pose of eliminating Bangs disease in their 
herds. At the start 135 dairymen with over 
3700 head of mature cows signed up for the

World reports on calf vaccination as follows. 
In August 1936, the herd of eighty-five 
of pure bred Holsteins and upon blood test 
60% reactors. All heifer calves from fou 
to eighteen months were vaccinated and all 
calves since that time are vaccinated at 
around four months. Of the ninety-two 
vaccinated heifers in this herd fifty have 
already calved normally with only one abor. 
tion and no separation was made between 
the vaccinated and unvaccinated cattle. Be. 
fore this vaccination program Mr. MeMullen 
reports that all heifers aborted either their 
first or second calf and that 50% retained 
their afterbirth. They plan to raise all 
heifer calves, vaccinate them and to sell off 
positive cows when no longer profitable. 
In the March 16, 1940, issue of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian World Jos. F. Schneider & 
Sons, Kiel City View Farm, Kiel, Wisconsin, 
report that in 1935 they had thirty-five head 
of pure bred Holsteins and upon blood test-

Being valuable _ 


cows it was decided to keep them and to 


vaccinate the calves against Bangs disease, 


At the end of five years of the nineteen 


reactors originally kept all cleared up but | 


one, but this animal never lost a calf and 
never retained her afterbirth. They report 
absolutely no breeding trouble of any kind 
in the herd. They prefer a vaccinated, pro- 
tected herd and consider it the safest type 
of herd to maintain. 

In the March 2, 1940, issue of Holstein- 
Friesian World Dr. C. M. Haring, of the 
University of California, reports results 
secured with the dairy herd at San Quentin 
prison. In 1933 the herd contained forty- 
three milking cows, nineteen of which react- 
ed to the blood test. But these cows were 
kept in the herd and discarded only as they 
became unprofitable. All unbred heifers on 
the farm were vaccinated in 1933, some of 
them being over two years old. Since that 
date all calves have been vaccinated at from 
five to eight months of age. The vaccinated 
and unvaccinated calves, heifers and cows 
were kept as one herd. To date seventy- 
three vaccinated heifers have calved from 
one to five times and sixty of them are now 
in the herd. The milk herd has increased 
58% since 1933, without bringing in ay 
outside animals. 

The average production from the old herd 
before vaccination was practiced was 96% 
pounds of milk and 346 pounds of butter fat 
per cow per year. Five years later, with 
84% of the milking herd cows which hai 
been vaccinated as heifers the production 
was 11,831 pounds of milk and 431 pounds 
of butter fat per cow or an increase of 22 
in milk and 24.6% in butter fat.

Occasionally, not often, we come upon a 
pull, that may or may not be for sale, a 
bull that for some one or another reason 
appears to us to be above average. Such 
was the case the latter part of August 
when we were having a look at the Mercer 
County sale cattle. The bull was out at 
Farr Carroll’s farm and _ was owned jointly 
by Mr. Carroll and Hugh McWhorter. 
Knowing Hugh McWhorter, as we think we 
do, and recognizing that his judgment of a 
bull is of the best, we sought a price on the 
bull. The “for sale” sign was not hanging 
on the bull. In fact, Mr. Carroll first in- 
sisted that he wanted to use the bull at least 
one more season as he stated “his early 
calves are much better than average”. 
However, I did get a price. I knew that 
Mr. W. G. Mennen was interested in another 
bull for Hideaway Farm. And, by the way, 
already at Hideaway are good sons of the 
following well known bulls: Black Ruler of 
Bordulac, Blackbird Bandolier of Page, 
Brigadier of Bordulac, and Envious Black- 
cap B. 6th, and we'll not criticize any of 
them too much. Right there is the inter- 
esting part of this purchase. Hideaway 
didn’t need right now another herd bull. 
But, Mr. Mennen has a few ideas about 
bulls. In talking to him about the matter, 
he stated that he could well afford to have 


as much invested in his herd bulls as he 
had invested in his cow herd. And why not? 
Anyway, I called Mr. Mennen about Bur- 
gess Deluxe, and he told me he had to travel 
west soon and would go have a look at the 
animal.

Of course, 
vein periods of the year, September in 
articular, hurricanes are to be looked for 
in the vicinity of the West Indies. We nar- 
rowly missed a bad one on the way home by 
going about one hundred miles off our 
course to make an unscheduled stop at San- 
to Domingo for the benefit of Stokowski’s 
Youth Orchestra, which was on board and 
which was scheduled to give a concert there. 
Passengers who complained of this delay at 
the time were thankful later that it oc- 
curred, as it saved us from the hurricane. 
The only effect we felt was a rough sea for 
several days as we followed in its wake. 


The passenger list of the S. S. Brazil in- 
cluded an exceptionally fine lot of people, 
amongst whom were a number of world 
celebrities. It has been my observation that 
one usually has the privilere of meeting 
worth while people on ship board. 

Much to our surprise, we were accorded 
the always cherished honor of being assign- 
ed to the captain’s table in the dining room. 
This was particularly enjoyable because of 
the charming personality of Captain Sadler. 

On the sixth day out of New York the 
Brazil made its first stop, by anchoring at 
early dawn about two miles off the coast of 
the tiny island of Barbados, one of the most 
westerly isles of the British West Indies 
group. Passengers who wished to go ashore, 
and who could qualify under the strict war 
time British police regulations, were trans- 
ported in fast launches to the docks of 
Bridgetown, the island’s only seaport. As

the ship was to remain for five hours, we 
went ashore and engaged a driver to take 
us over the island. And when I tell you 
that we went from one end of the island to 
the other in a rickety automobile, and over 
the most primitive of roads in about three 
hours, you will gain some idea of the mi- 
nuteness of the quaint little island of Bar- 
bados, lying on the fringe of the tropics, 
with the Atlantic Ocean on one side and the 
Carribean Sea on the other. 

Sugar cane is the principal crop grown, 
and practically all of the working people 
are colored. Some of the finest rum in the 
world is made on this island, also, and I was 
told that it was here that the well known 
drink known as “Plater’s Punch” originated. 
I know that I can authentically vouch for 
the especially delicious flavor and the in- 
vigorating effects of this concoction, as it 
is mixed and served in an English bar which 
we visited. 

I was surprised to learn that the island of 
Barbados is the most densely populated of 
any area in the world. I had always sup- 
posed that China, or even England, would be 
tops when it came to the number of people 
inhabiting a square mile of territory, but 
when I saw the small, squat buildings of 
Barbados, so closely assembled the length 
and breadth of the island, and each family 
with its almost countless number of chil- 
dren, I was ready to concede this honor to 
this coral-encircled island, with its cease- 
lessly swaying palms. 

One of the things which one expects to 
see at Barbados and other islands of the 
South Seas is the natives who dive for coins, 
and we were not disappointed in this, as we 
had a most excellent demonstration. The 
ship had hardly anchored until it was com-

pletely surrounded by a vociferous and al- 
most nude group of hundreds of natives in 
their small rowboats, using every trick at 
their command to induce the passengers who 
lined the rails of the promenade deck, fully 
fifty feet above the water, to toss coins or 
other trinkets to them. With a pathetic eag- 
erness they watched every movement that 
might indicate the tossing of a coin in their 
direction, and instantly they estimated the 
spot at which it would strike the water. Ov- 
er the sides of the nearby boats would go 
a mad scramble of black divers, each striv- 
ing with all his might to be the first to 
reach and recover the coin. I watched these 
maneuvers with fascination for over an 
hour, and I never once saw a failure in 
bringing the object dived for to the surface. 
I marvelled at the uncanny ability of these 
black people—men and women, boys and 
girls—to follow these swiftly moving small 
coins with such unerring accuracy as they 
settled toward the bottom of the ocean. One 
lithe young fellow climbed up the side of 
the ship by means of ropes, and offered to 
dive from the highest mast for any sized 
coin that anyone would give him. As no one 
seemed inclined to encourage him in this 
dangerous performance, he finally, with a 
gesture of disgust, dived from the deck and 
rejoined his comrades. As the anchor is be- 
ing hoisted and the powerful propellers of 
the ship again start to churn the waters at 
the ship’s stern, our visiting divers become 
more frantic in their appeals to the passen- 
gers. After all, it is not so surprising that 
they would seem so eager, for it is only at 
infrequent intervals that a big passenger 
liner stops at Barbados. They evidently be- 
lieve in “making hay while the sun shines.” 

We are now underway, however, and our 
erstwhile entertainers are soon only small 
specks on the horizon, as they row lazily 
back to shore. I hope they were satisfied 
with the results of their efforts, because 
they really did put on a good show. 

As for us, we are starting for the longest 
single stretch of our voyage—ten days out 
of sight of land, and some exciting days, too.

At ten in the morning the sale 
of some 70 head of 4-H calves 
took place. While the calves 
passed the stand at a rapid pace 
and Col. Jack Halsey did a fast 
piece of selling the rain inter- 
fered to some extent and caused 
delay in handling the calves out- 
side the sale arena, thus drag- 
ging the sale of calves well over 
into the noon hour. There was 
a good crowd despite the rain, 
and this again delayed the com- 
pletion of the lunch period to 
such an extent as to cause the 
sale of registered catalogued 
cattle to start later than it 
should have started. Neverthe- 
less the crowd clung well to the 
seats and did not begin to thin 
out till near the end of the sale. 

Following the customary 
opening procedure Col. A. W. Thompson 
opened the sale on Lot 42, Blackcap Bond 
29th 484494, calved August 25, 1934, a 
daughter of Blackcap Effie’s Lad the grand 
old ten year old bull still in active service 
in the George Dyson herd at Rushville. She 
is a daughter of Blackcap Bond 14th and 
she in turn is a daughter of Enchantress 
Elluna’s Earl and Blackcap Bond 5th. She 
had a sweet heifer calf at foot that was 
sired by Blackcap Effie’s Lad and was re- 
bred to Hanes Eileenmere 2d. The bids 
came tumbling in till the final nod from 
Southside Farms, at Rockbridge, claimed 
the pair at $760.00 which was the top of 
the sale. Owner Mr. Philip H. Postel will

The morning of October 10th found the 
sun shining on Aledo and Mercer County, 
the crowds arriving and cattle being led out 
of stalls for prospective purchasers, for the 
10th of October was the second Thursday in 
the month, and that’s a date reserved for 
the breeders of the “Aberdeenshire of Am- 
erica” to stage their annual fall auction. 
Offering ninety odd lots to be sold in one 
afternoon requires some forethought and 
considerable effort, much of which comes di- 
rectly from Hugh McWhorter, Mercer Coun- 
ty’s secretary and sale manager. Hugh had 
again made the necessary effort and the 
success of this as well as most all of Mercer 
County’s sales can be attributed at least in 
a large measure to his management. 

Colonel Roy Johnston, of Belton, Mis- 
souri was on hand to sell the cattle, and in 
his usual good form distributed the ninety 
odd lots to forty-eight buyers from six 
states. 

Promptly at 12:30 noon the sale was call- 
ed by Colonel Johnston and Hugh McWhor- 
ter welcomed the crowd which had the pa- 
vilion jammed as is usual at Aledo. Secre- 
tary W. H. Tomhave was present and spoke 
briefly stressing the great advance of the 
breed into the farthest corners of the coun- 
try and quite modestly admitting that the 
present trend would evidence Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle going farther than even the most 
enthusiastic breeder had a few years back 
anticipated. 

While Mr. Glen Morgan brought into the 
ring, the pre-sale favorite, Georgina of Pope 
4th 596136, Hugh stated that she was one of 
few Georginas to be offered this year, and 
the little heifer, less than a year of age, 
had many an admirer, but none more so 
‘than Mr. Otto G. Nobis, owner of Wilton 
Farms at Wilton Junction, Iowa, who pro- 
ceded to buy her at a price of $775.00 which 
proved to be the top of the sale. That was 
Mr. Morgan’s first top of the day, (A glance 
at previous Mercer County Sales’ records 
will show that Mr. Morgan has been consist- 
ently consigning one or more tops to the an- 
nual sales.) later, his bull, Pat’s Pride B. 
596135, sold at the top price for bulls. Ask 
Mr. Morgan if it pays to breed and fit good 
ones for an auction. It is interesting to 


note that no matter where in an auction an 
exceptionally good animal enters the ring, 
that the interest is present and that animal 
brings a good price. 


That speaks well for 


the general good judgment of auction sale 
attenders, and should serve to reassure con- 
signors that their biggest job is to make 
their consignment attractive and it will be 
well received by the buyers. 

Next to be offered were a pair of nicely 
bred open heifers, consigned by L. McWhor- 
ter & Son, neither of which were a year old 
by sale date. The first, Evergreen 85th of 
Greenview 593857, and the second Barbara 
45th of Greenview 593859. There was plenty 
of interest on both of these and Mr. W. G. 
Mennen, Hideaway Farm, Chester, New Jer- 
sey, placed the winning chip on the former, 
a $500.00 bid being necessary, and yours 
truly grabbed the Barbara at $375.00 and 
she is now at home at Mr. Howard L. Mc- 
Gregor’s Great Oak Stock Farms, adjacent 
to Rochester, Michigan. Dave Candor’s Miss 
Burgess heifer, of the Blushing Maid tribe 
was next and she promptly went to Michi- 
gan with the McWhorter Barbara, as did 
three others of the choice females offered. 

Milo Sheats had consigned a three year 
old cow with twin heifer calves at side by 
Erian B. 3d, he by Envious Blackcap B. 6th, 
and the cow was rebred to the same bull. 
During the sale of her Milo was asked 
whether or not he would guarantee that she 
would have triplets or just twins the next 
time. He made no guarantee as to that. She

Everett Glasgow Buys Barbara McHenry Lassie 2d at $395

After planning for several weeks on mak- 
ing an air trip to Sterling, Illinois, to attend 
the Northern Illinois Breeders sale I took 
my leave of the office and drove over to the 
airport. What a day, the clouds were low 
in the sky and scudding along at a great 
rate, the windsock stood straight out from 
the mast and snapped at each gust, at times 
I thought that I might chance the trip, but 
when the wind overturned a bench beside 
the hangar and started pushing it around 
on the concrete ramp, I decided that the au- 
to would be forced to make a quick trip to 
Sterling. 

It was now nearly three-thirty Monday 
afternoon, Sterling was about two hundred 
and fifty miles away, should I wait for 
morning and take a look at the weather 
again, or start out for Sterling this even- 
ing? I decided on the latter, leaving home 
at four that afternoon, making one stop for 
gas and supper and arriving at the Lincoln 
Hotel shortly after nine that evening. 

Took a peek out the window bright and 
early the next morning, still windy, but not 
so bad, found later that Monday afternoon 
had brought quite a storm to the Conger- 
ville sale, side roads were pretty bad and it 
remained too cold for comfort ali day Tues- 
day. Many of the breeders and buyers pres- 
ent wore their overcoats, and I wished that 
I, too, had brought along a top coat to wear. 
Seems that these sale barns are always the 
coldest places in cool weather and the hot- 
test in the summer. 

The crowd kept gathering until the little 
barn was alive with activity. Seats were 
all taken before the sale started, with many 
standing around the ring and in the aisles. 
The catalog called the sale for twelve 
o’clock, but actually got under way closer to 
one, with a short talk by Bill Barton, and an 
even shorter one by Fay Crump, sale mana- 
ger, who welcomed all to the sale. 


The sale started right off on bred heifers 
with a top of three and a quarter on Bar- 
bara McHenry Lassie 2d, a September 26, 
1938, heifer sired by Pat Burgess and con- 
signed by Mr. Crump. Pat Burgess is the 
Nisbethill Miss Burgess son of the Donohoe 
bred Envoy of Erin who was out of Elba of 
Glyn Mawr 7th the cow that Pat Donohoe 
considered the best Elba cow he ever saw. 
“Pat’s” dam being a daughter of the Inter- 
national grand champion Eileenmere 15th. 
The dam of Barbara McHenry Lassie 2d is 
by Eileenmere 62d by Eileenmere 32d by 
Eileenmere 15th. The grandam is a grand- 
daughter of both Earl Marshall and the In- 
ternational grand champion Ames Planta- 
tion Beau. This good heifer sold to Everett 
Glasgow, Monticello, Illinois, who also bid 
right up on the next Crump heifer to sell, 
Elmosa Lass, another Pat Burgess female 
that sold to William Fortune, Indianapolis, 
Indiana, for three hundred even. I believe 
that this second heifer carried a little more 
breed quality and type than the first to seil 
of this pair. Her dam Elmosa 11th is an 
own daughter of the king of all sires, Earl 
Marshall, and she in turn was a grand- 
daughter of Elmosa whose sire was Imp. 
Earl Eric of Ballindalloch, considerd the 
best bull of his day ever imported to this 
country. Thus Elmosa Lassie combines not 
only the blood lines of the best bulls but she 
also brings together the blood lines of the 
best tribes of the Elbas, the Miss Burgesses 
and the McHenry Ericas. 


FOR MONTH of NOVEMBER, 1940 


The bred heifers were followed by the 
bulls. It seemed strange, but very few bull 
buyers in this entire crowd, with good 
youngsters selling way below their value. 
The top bull was Antler E. B. consigned by 
Ehlers Brothers, LaMoille, Illinois. This 
was a May 4, 1939, son of Renomar, that 
had been shown in the summer yearling 
class this summer by Ehlers. He was pur- 
chased by W. H. Martin & Sons, Wyanet, 
Illinois, for two hundred and forty dollars. 

His sire Renomar is a son of Bell Boy M. 
K. who was a son of Black Belmore the bull 
that produced so many of the outstanding 
show cattle for the Kemps at Marion, Iowa. 
Renomar’s dam, Erica Marie 12th is an own 
daughter of the famous breeding bull Glen- 
carnock Revolution 6th that did such great 
work in the Miller & Kemp herd at Morley, 
Iowa. The dam of this young bull is a 
straight bred Rosemere Product, she being 
a daughter of Queenmere 7th and the sec- 
ond dam is by Prizemere 32d. His dam is 
not only a real Aberdeen-Angus cow for 
type and conformation, but had the honor 
of winning fourth in class at the great 1933 
International as a senior heifer calf, the 
class being exceptionally strong and large.

Open heifers followed the bulls and sold 
at real values to the buyers, as did the 
cows and calves, for here was really dollar 
day in buying cattle, cows with calves at 
foot and rebred sold within the reach of ev- 
eryone present, and they were good, young, 
producing cows with years of service ahead 
of them. Perhaps the storm had something 
to do with the prices, perhaps the Wednes- 
day draft registration had a part to play, 
but will say that this day was a gala day 
for the buyers.

Monday, October 14th, found us at the 
North Wales Club, located near Warrenton, 
Virginia, for the Annual Show and Sale 
sponsored by the Virginia Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association, and under the man- 
agement of Mr. George W. Cutting, Fenton 
Farm owner, Warrenton. Right here, we 
acknowledge that Mr. Cutting did a splen- 
did job and the results of the sale speak 
well for his thought and work in staging 
the event.

Colonel James B. Dillard, breeder of Wintonian 5th 
and owner of Winton Farm, Clifford, Virginia and 
James Stork, Winton Farm herdsman. 


Dr. C. D. Lowe, of Washington, D. C., 
well known figure in Aberdeen-Angus cir- 
cles was present to judge the sale cattle 
and had a good day’s work ahead of him. 
Many of his placings were close, and the 
uniformity of the cattle was better than 
at any preceding Virginia sale that I have 
attended. That he did a good job is evi- 
denced by the manner in which the bidders 
paid for his champions. 

Winton Farm, Clifford, Virginia, had list- 
ed Wintonian 5th 567767, an April, 1939, 
son of Enfileen’s Bandolier 2d 510436 and 
Queen of Rosemere 244th 486591, she a 
daughter of Eileenmere 61st 450556, and 
after winning his class he met and defeated 
for championship honors the good Broad- 
view bull, Epponian 3d of Broadview sired 
by Epponian of Rosemere 8th 478362, the 
1936 International grand champion, and out 
of Bewitching Miss of Wickwire 504110, a 
daughter of Evilesco of Page 458268. 
There wasn’t much difference in the two 
bulls, for when they passed through the 
auction ring, the buyers paid just an even 
$100.00 more for the champion than for 
the runner-up. 

Female honors were well distributed, but 
final championship ribbons went to Kepi 
of Crest Hill 580542, a March, 1939, daugh- 
ter of Earl King of Wickwire, a bull that 
Mr. George K. Bailey imported in dam. 
Kepi of Crest Hill 580542 was a grand kind 
of a heifer, and sold in the auction far 
under her real worth according to present 
day values of top breeding cattle. 

Secretary W. H. Tomhave was present, 
this being the first year that he has been 
able to attend the Virginia event, since it 
has until this year conflicted with the 
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American Royal at Kansas City. Virginia 
breeders were happy to have Mr. Tomhave 
with them and his remarks at the opening 
of the sale and his pedigree comments dur- 
ing the sale materially aided the satisfact- 
ory results of the event. 

Promptly at 1:00 p. m., Colonel Fred 
Reppert, of Decatur, Indiana, called the 
crowd together and Mr. George W. Cutting 
welcomed the group to the sale, expressing 
his delight that so many had been present 
at the show and stating that the entire 
consignment was of a first class order. 
Secretary Tomhave was then introduced 
and briefly described the upswing that has 
been and is noted in the demand for Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle. No particular section 
of the country can be found today, where 
Aberdeen-Angus are not being bred and 
purchased, and a heavy demand has been 
noted in the west and southwest. With 
the continued growth and expansion in the 
East, and Northeast and Southeast still 
going strong and just now coming into their 
own as breeders of top show cattle, the in- 
dications are that the breed will reach 
heights not imagined a few years back. 
Such was the gist of Mr. Tomhave’s re- 
marks and the Journal agrees for the cir- 
culation department informed us the other 
day that more than four hundred new sub- 
scribers had been placed on our rolls in 
the month of September. 

But let’s on with the sale. Females 
were first offered and as is customary, 
the champion was first brought in and sold. 
Kepi of Crest Hill 580542 started at about 
$250.00 and went on to a final bid of $535.-

Cremona Farm at Mechanicsville, man- 
aged by B. A. Rucker, Jr., made a grand 
slam, for the bull championship and the 
female championship went to this _herd’s 
consignment. General of Cremona 562157, 
an April, 1939, calf sired by Glencarnock 
Earl Eric 16th M., and out of Queen L. 
of Cremona took top honors in the bull div- 
ision and a three-quarter sister, Envious 
6th of Cremona 562159, placed tops in the 
female division. The show was not as well 
attended as has been the case at the spring 
sales, yet a good crowd watched with in- 
terest the parading and the placings made 
by Mr. Litton. 


There was a little apprehension among 
the consignors as tc whether or not the 
fall sale, (following as it did the Virginia 
Fall Sale, which was held the preceding 
day at Warrenton) would find the usual 
interest and purchasing power for the con- 
signment. Maryland Sales have made good 
records and this last one added more credit 


to Maryland breeders in offering to the 
buying public a number of young but nice- 
ly bred and good typed cattle.

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OLDFIELDS 


During the past few weeks we have 
extended our sheds in order to better 
accommodate the cow herd and keep 
them more comfortable this winter. 
Someone once remarked that for every 
carpenter on a barn building job, it 
takes two men to keep cleaned up atter 
him. This seems to be about the right 
proportion. But the job is done, the 
sheds are bedded down and ready for 
the winter tenancy of our herd ot 50U 
head when snow comes. We have had 
a good fall. Most of the cattle are now 
in the pastures along the water. The 
chilly breezes off the Chesapeake Bay 
have stimulated such thick, heavy coats 
of hair on a few of the late calves 
that they resemble the species ursus 
almost as much as the species bovis, 
especially at a distance. 


For this month’s herd bull broadcast 
we invite you to tune in for a little of 
the life history of Entella’s Entor, ob- 
tained from Andelot Stock Farm last 
spring at the beginning of the breeding 
season. Entella’s Entor 541364 has 
just been brought in after having spent 
the summer in our Davis Hill pasture 
with 67 head of females, part of which 
had been bred before joining his court 
there last spring. Entella’s Entor is a 
good sized bull, now three years old.

Entella’s Entor sired only a few 
calves for Mr. Sickler before he caught 
the eye of that astute breeder and able 
judge, Mr. Alan McGregor, and 
taken to Andelot to join his sire, but 
those few he did sire for Mr. Sickler 
are good ones, and the betting of 
Jimmie McLennan and Robbie Macin- 
doe, the two Scots who look after the 
eattle here at Oldfields, is divided as 
to whether he may not after all be 
Oldfields’ Number One Bull.

For the past year it has been the pleasure of yours truly to 
select and purchase a considerable number of foundation females 
for the herd being established by Mr. Howard L. McGregor on 
his Great Oaks Stock Farm located on the edge of the town of 
Rochester, Michigan. 

The first sale at which cattle were selected for this herd 
was the 1939 Northwest Breeders’ Sale held at Fargo. However, 
the fact that several good females were purchased that day, 
dates a bit farther back. In fact, before any cattle were selected 
the ultimate aim of the herd was discussed. Did Mr. McGregor 
want a good breeding herd, a show herd, or a good commercial 
herd? Primarily, an outstanding herd of top breeding cattle 
was desired, cattle good enough individually and bred well 
enough to be reasonably certain that by the use of outstanding 
sires, some of the resulting calves would be of a calibre good 
enough to properly fit and successfully exhibit. That’s an order 
and an order not easily filled or quickly accomplished. About 
the only limitation that Mr. McGregor placed was the females 
and the bull be right in type and conformation, be well bred and 
be sired by bulls that were known sires of good cattle. Just how 
many females are now in the herd I don’t recall, but proportion- 
ately they are a rather fine group. 

Especially pleasing to the owner of Great Oaks Stock Farm 
have been the females selected at the 1939 Northwest Breeders’ 
Sale, and of the group those he particularly liked were the 
daughters of Revolution of Page 43d, the senior herd sire at 
Hanna Stock Farm, Bordulac, North Dakota. So when, the 
Northwest Breeders’ Sale Catalog arrived, Mr. McGregor noted 
that there were more daughters of this same Revolution of Page 
43d to be offered. Plans were made that he should personally 
attend the sale, but other business demanded his attention, and 
I was again asked to select those that he had marked, if they 
met the requirements. Had the Great Oaks owner been person- 
ally present, certain animals in that sale might have brought 
more money, for, occasionally, we get a little timid in bidding 
for the top ones. Eight females were selected from the eighty 
offered. Seeing them in their Michigan pasture last week, we 
still think them a good addition. 

One of the first, was a Blackcap Bessie daughter of Junior 
Eric 5th of Page, he a son of Revolution of Page 11th and out 
of a daughter of Imported Jermyn of Kinermony.

Why Bent Lee Farm 


We have been questioned by many as to the wisdom of our 
present policy of replacing beef for dairy products as the mainstay 
of our farm. 

In this county it is not difficult to dispose of raw milk from 
the middle of June to the middle of September because of the great 
influx of vacationists. The problem, however, in the dairy business 
in our county, is how to get a fair return for the amount of labor 
and the cost of proper equipment for the other nine months. It 
is the writer’s firm conviction that beef cattle will show a greater 
return over a period of years than milch cows. 

The beef cattle business should appeal to those who are de- 
pendent upon the soil for a living as well as those who turn to the 
soil for relaxation. The first group, namely those who are de- 
pendent upon the soil for a living, can be split into two groups: 
the farmer who has limited capital, and the farmer who has suf- 
ficient cash available to go into the beef cattle business on a larger 
scale from the outset. Now, as to the farmer whose capital is lim- 
ited. If he is willing to take a longer time to become established 
he can freshen his present milch cows by obtaining a pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus bull. He can also purchase additional old cows 
at a reasonable price and breed them, too, to this Aberdeen-Angus 
bull. The heifers, which on the first cross will be about 95% pure 
black hornless calves, he can save; and the bull calves he can cas- 
trate. The use of an emasculator is bloodless, and any practical 
farmer can use one efficiently, taking from 60 to 90 seconds per 
alteration. These steers can be fattened according to local market 
conditions. Grade steers can be finished off when they are from 
twenty to twenty-six months old with a little grain or alfalfa hay. 
It is recommended that the last three months of fattening be done 
in the dry lot on these grade steers. 

Now to go back to these half-bred heifers. They should be 
lightly grained through each winter until they have had their first 
calf with not more than one quart per day of a good ration. They 
should be bred when they are about twenty months old. From then 
on, throughout their lives, good quality hay and ensilage in winter 
and pasturage in summer should procure a good calf each year. 
The calves dropped from the second cross will naturally be more 
typey. It will be interesting to note how steers three-quarters bred 
will finish off more quickly and produce a better quality beef than 
the half-breds, and the seven-eighths, and so on, will show an even 
more satisfactory finish. 

As to those who would care to purchase pure bred heifers at 
the outset. The bull calves dropped by them should be sorted. The 
best of these should be halter broken so that a prospective pur- 
chaser may see them in hand to best advantage for breeding pur- 
poses, the balance he should alter and finish off in the dry lot 
where they should be ready for market at 18 months of age and 
weigh better than 900 pounds. His heifers he will naturally keep 
to increase his herd if he has pasture and hay enough to carry 
them until such time as he has reached his maximum carrying 
capacity. There is a ready market for choice pure bred Aberdeen- 
Angus. Prices here in this state during 1939-1940 have averaged 
$100 per head for bulls 5 to 10 months old and $200 for heifers

Rio De ‘Janeiro (River of January). I had 

a of its wonderful harbor, which so ap- 
re d to the world famous traveler, Rud- 
rd Kipling, that he named it the Harbor 
othe Seven Jewels, and I had been told of 
the beauty of the city and of its unusual 
setting amongst numerous tropically beau- 
tiful hills. But my imagination was far out- 
done by reality. As we entered the harbor 
just at dusk on a coolly pleasant evening in 
late July, it was not difficult for me to un- 
derstand why Kipling had been so fascinat- 
ed with the approach to South America’s 
second largest city. I do not want to run 
the risk of boring my readers with too much 
detail, so I shall skip lightly over a number 
of things about which I should like to say a 
great deal, and Rio, her harbor and her un- 
ysual surroundings are some of them. 

There is one thing which I cannot fail to 
mention, however, before leaving Rio, as it 
made a profound impression on me, some- 
thing truly symbolic of the earnestness with 
which South Americans embrace religion. It 
is one of the first objects one sees on enter- 
ing the harbor, particularly at night, a 
great, illuminated figure of Christ, set on 
Corcovado Peak, 2170 feet above the city, 
and overlooking the harbor in all directions. 
It seemed to me like a beacon lighting the 
way into a place of peace, of security and 
of good will. And just as our Statute of 
Liberty at the entrance of New York Harbor 
has raised the hopes of millions who have 
sought freedom and opportunity in our be- 
loved United States, so does the statue of 
the Redeemer, eighty feet in height, repre- 
senting Christ with His arms outstretched 
in the form of a cross, inspire a greater re- 
spect for religion in the hearts of those who 
enter the unusual harbor of Rio de Janeiro. 


But taking up our voyage to Buenos Aires, 
which is really our main objective, we must 
again board the S. S. Brazil and leave fas- 
cinating Rio de Janeiro behind. We stop 
aday at Santos, the coffee capital of the 
world, and three days after that we turn 
west and enter the yellow waters of that

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wide arm of the ocean, which is incorrectly 
called El Rio de la Plata, a name which has 
been worn down by sea-faring folk to the 
“River Plate.” About a half mile off from 
our starboard side we see some of the masts 
and part of the superstructure of the scut- 
tled German battleship, Graf Spee. Later 
I was to learn from a high ranking naval 
officer why this ship, whose guns consid- 
erably outranged those of the light and bad- 
ly crippled British cruisers that opposed her, 
was sunk by her own crew, instead of elect- 
ing to renew the battle with the English. 
Perhaps I shall tell this before I have fin- 
ished, because it is really an interesting 


story, and I believe a true one. 


But now we must continue on up El Rio 
de la Plata (the Silver River). I can hardly 
wait until the short stop at Montevideo is 
over, I am so anxious to reach Buenos Aires 
and learn what awaits me there. But let me 
tell you a little more of El Rio de la Plata, 
as we proceed toward its upper reaches. It 
is, as I have before stated, not a river, but a 
vast estuary of the ocean. The error arose 
when Sebastian Cabot entered this broad 
gulf in 1526 and found the Indians there in 
possession of crude silver ornaments, which 
led him to believe that silver was plentiful 
in the vicinity. This was not true, but Ca- 
bot was not aware of it until after he had 
named the tawny waters the “Silver River.” 
But regardless of what it is called, or what 
it really is, the waters of El Rio de la Plata 
bear much of the important commerce of the 
two Americas, and upon its shores are 
found some of the largest meat packing 


plants of the entire world.
